ductions in price of their products, and labor and
shareholders are paying the bills in reduced wages
and dividends. The party in power responsible for
the disturbed conditions in textile manufacturing
have failed to show a particle of benefit as a result
of the tariff, but the bad effects are plain in all mill

centers. The manufacturers are meeting the situa-

tion to the best of their ability, but the fact remains
that foreign fabrics arc coming over in increasing
quantities, and before the year closes we look for
fully a third of America's normal consumption to

be shipped in from foreign countries.
